From Presbyteries Voted Dowa. 

Washinqton May 26. — Moderatoi 
Crai^c Djicned the assembly ol 

the Presbyforians with prayer, and 
after the distmsition of some of the rou 
tine buainess, Dr. Baker, chairman, 
presented a report from the judiciary 
committee, rocoinraending thot the sis 
complaints of JudKe McCook and others 
against the New York synod, growing 
ont of the trial of Professor Briggs, bu 
referred to • judicial OOnuldHMb for 
triaL 

The recommendatkm of ih* oominit> 
tee was adopted. 

Dr. Baker reported the action of the 
committee on the overtnree relating to 
appeals direct from tb» synod in the 
general assembly. 

Overtures from 29 presbyteries ^ked 
specific action npon the case now pend 
ing; those from 14S others asked a 
onuige in the book of discipline, to pre' 
▼ent any fnturo appeal being taken di> 
rect from the presbytery to the general 
assembly. 

The committee recommended adopt- 
ing the following: 

Rbbolvbd, That the presbytery has the 
undoubted right of petition to the genera] 
assembly as to all matters pertaining to 
the polity of the church, but an overlura 
from a preabytotry, advising the assembly 
whatacUon should be token by said as' 
■•mbly in a petidiug judicial cose, is an ir- 
regular and unprecedented edclesiastical 
procedure. Every presbytery has the 
right and the option to have its opinion on 
a pending judicial case expressed through 
its comniiH^ioiierii on the floor of the as 
■embly, but it has not the right by over 
tore to intlueuce the decision of the assem- 
blyon any pending judicial case. 

we, theirefore, recommend that all such 
overtures. in so far as they relate to the hc 
tion of the assembly in any case now pend- 
ing before it be laid upon the tat>lu. 

We further recommend that that part 
of the said overtures ralatliig to a cbanife 
of the book of disolpUiiet so ^ to provide 
that no cases may in "Um fntOte be taken 
by appeal directly from the' presbytery to 
the general assembly, be .referred to the 
committee on church polity. 

The assembly, appari'iitly, wiix ready 
to act upon th« reiH>rt, for ii uiotion to 
accept it and ailo])t tli>' n •coihiui ikI.i- 
tions was promptly iiiado and adoptt'il 
with no dii^Kt iit. 

Stated Clerk KoixTtp ort'eroda resolu 
tion appointing a committ*'e consinting 
of Rev. DrM. Craig (the moderator). 
Herrick Juhtison of Chicago and Bakt r 
of Philadelphia, and Eldern Kctohum 
of New York aitd Law of California to 
visit the proper otficials and learn 
whether or not it was their inleutiou to 
observe the requireinentH that tin; 
world's fair sliould bo clowtnl on Sun- 
day. The rertolntion wan adopted. 

Dr. liobertH, niu iikuig of tlii' rcnolu- 
tion. afterward said tlif world's fair 
tfroiDid wa.s a Ixnidt'd warehoust', and 
that it was t'utiiely coiiipi'teut for Sec- 
retary Carllslf t») closn tlic ^'iites and 
turn the key on Saturday niglit.s. 

Mo<l('rator Craig then renolvcd the 
absenitily into a ludicinJ court, and Dr. 
BriggK rt'.sumed iiiH siKji^-h in defense of 
the ii<_;tiou of the N(!W York pn<j.bytt>ry 
in the ca.se of tlie pr(>t<('rution against 
him, and in opiiosition to the eutertttin- 
ing of th4' upiH-al from the judgment 
of the presbytery thereon. 

In the co\ii>e of the morning Dr. 
Briggs n-sUnl ojioe or twiu-e for five 
minut.t^H. durliig which the aiidUMue 
were given an opportunity to refresh 
themselves by rising to their fwt. 

At anotlier time tlie i)ages began to 
distribute among the cummiss.'-ioners 
copit K of a pampnlet written by Stated 
Clerk Kolx'VtK u])on tlie legal standing 
of tlie proBi>< uting committee. 

Dr. Thomas C. Hall of Cliicago com- 
plainwl of this, saying tliat the att'iii- 
tion of rl\(i commissioners was being di- 
verted from the address by the inter- 
ruption, and the moderator ordered the 
boys to cea»ie. 

At 12:2.") Dr. Briggs yielded for a mi>- 
tion to adjourn, having then occupied a 
total of tliree liours an<l 25 minutes, 
preceding which a number of announce- 
ments were made. 

The mmlerator stated that the com- 
mittee upon cloning the world's fair on 
Sunday would visit Attorney General 
Olney in the noon rocess.

Sluitalde court thra the presbytery of 
ew York ? his contention, inpart, was 
tiiai tha presbytery of Vtiw York ren* 
d«M its verdict despite tfreat preesure 
upon ita members to convict> and in a 
review of his case recited ths facts that 
have grown old In the kmg pending dis- 
cussion of this well known matter be- 
ginning with the inatuniral awees on 
the authority of Holy Bcriptura deliv- 
ered in the chapel of the Union Theo- 
logical seminary, New York, garbled 
reporto of which, he said, had been 
printed and public oninion excited 
against it Iwf or* the address was pub- 
lished. Ba alladed to the appointment 
of a committee to consider that addrees 
while he was iU and had no warning, 
and of all subaeonent action including 
the trial before the presbytery in No- 
vember, 1893. 

Ha referred to the categorical an- 
swer! required of him by the directors 
of the Union Theological society, 
embracing the cUef pointo at 
issue which were published by 
authority of the directors. 
"But," he said, "the general assembly 
at Detroit in May, 1891, notwithstand- 
ing these oatefpavicid answers, under- 
took to vote the transfer of Dr. BrlggH 
to the chair of Biblical theology. Tn-o 
ef the prosecutors took part in the act 
of veto, ^and lued Uisur personal influ- 

«cain it»bfhalf and ttlMx returned to 
iw York, and with nie other mem- 
bers of the committee appointed to pre- 
pare the necessary proceedings blos- 
somed out into a noaecuting commit- 
tee by their own innerent Miergy." 

He also referred to the dismissal of 
the case against him by the general as- 
sembly at Detroit, and the subsequent 
appeal from that decision which was 
sustained by the general assembly at 
Portland, and the ordering of a new 
trial. The public good, he insisteil. re- 
quired an end to litigation. His argu- 
ment went deeply into the technical 
points of the case, and he insisted that 
it is against the policy of the Presbyte- 
rian church that there shotild be a leap- 
ing of the court of the synod. 

"If yon should entertain this appeal 
yon would deprive the defendant of his 
right to appeal before the court of the 
synod. The defendant has reason to 
believe that the appellanto fear to bring 
their case before the . synod of New 
York. They have reason to dread lest 
their appeal against the verdict of ac- 
quittal will not be entertained by the 
synod. The defaodaoft ha« jMat «anfi- 
denoe in the synod of Iffatr Tont tiiat it 
will do him justice and that ito decision 
will be iust and right It is his ooxuti- 
tutional right to go before the synod. 
His citv of refuge against thes^ prose- 
cutors Is the synod of New York. The 
general assemoly has no constitutional 
right to obstruct him from seeking ref 
nge with his ssmod. He casta himself 
into the arms of the synod of New York 
in the confidence tiiat the synod 
will shield him from any iajustioa and 
wrong that you may do nim.** 

Dr. Briggs finislied his set remarks at 
8 o'clock and then spoke exteuipurant>- 
ously until the end of his address. He 
wished, he said, to make an explicit 
denial of the charges that he had 
preached 4cctriueu against the funda- 
mentol doctrines of the church. "I af- 
firm that I believe," he said, turning 
with outstretched hands to the audience, 
"the Holy Scriptures to be the word of 
Qod." He affirmed that he held to the 
whole doctrine tought in the first chap- 
ter of the Westminister confession. 
Anything he might have said that 
might conflict with these statements 
was due to misinterpretotions. 

Dr. Briggs elosea with an appeal, 
touched with a suggestion of pathos, 
that the case might go to the synod of 
New York. If that were done, he 
would aid in the full solution of the 
case, and then if ' it were sent back to 
the next general assembly, he would 
abide by its decision, whatever it might 
be. He regretted if he bad said any- 
thing that bad caused trouble in the 
church. No one regretted it more 
than he did. He had taught for 20 
years at the , Union theolo(ncal semin- 
ary, he said appealingly, almost 
psimitioaUy. Only four ouier teachers 
of Presbyterian theology had taught 
longer than he; only two had been the 
instructors of more ministers of the 
church than be. Of all persons that 
had been taught by him. ne challenged 
any of them to say that he had taught 
them anything that had interfered with 
the true discharge of their holy duties. 

As he took ms seat a wave of ap- 
Iilause ran over the rear of the churcn, 
which evoked an indignant rebuke 
from the moderator. As nearly as 
co.uld be determined, the real calprite 
were in the seata 000^^ bf Tiatting 
clergymen. 

Professor Briggs spoka altogether 
four and a half hours. 

Colonel J. J. McCook then began the 
eloBing argumento for the prosecuting 
committee. Almost at the opening Dr. 
Briggs interrupted Colonel McCook, to 
coneot what he claimed was a mistake 
made by the latter, and a few moments 
later again arOSf ail4 H^Ai "Maj I aak 
a question?" 

Colonel McCook— You may inttorrupt 
me as often as yon please. 

Moderator Craig— Dr. Briggs, I al- 
lowed you to speak for four and a half 
hours without interruption — . 

"I wanted to correct a misstate- 
ment." 

, Moderator Craig— Colonel McCook 
heard you throughout without objec- 
tioMv. altbOBgJtl he might have ^hal- 



bnged many 5f your sMtemants. Now 
let him goon in the same way; Uiat 
is only fur and proper. 

Dr. Briggs— It is undeprtood that I 
do not consent to the inoorp<;>ration of 
any misstatements. 

Moderator Craig— O, oertainlr, and 
I do not suppose that Colonel McCook 
gave his assent to a score of thingsyou 
said, but he bore them weU. Colonel 
McCook will proceed. 

Colonel McCook in his argument also 
recited the history of the case in ite 
various stages and maintained tiie reg- 
ularity of the several steps. Alluding 
to the renuurk of Dr. Briggs that his 
eccleeiastical life should not be jeop- 
ardized a second time, he said this was 
somewhat ingenious, but an appropri- 
ate use of the term "ecclesiastical hfe ' 
seems to have confused the minds of 
some OS to the character of proceedings 
under tiie book of discipline. "These 
are not criminal proceedings involving 
peril to life or limb of tne appellee. 
They are proceedings to enforce a con-, 
tract, or rather to determine whether 
the contract has been maintained in all 
its integrity. If it shotild be shown 
that the appellee has not maintained 
the contract in all its integrity, the loss 
of his 'ecclesiastical life' would mean 
simply the loss of the l)enefito which he 
at one time enioyed under the contract 
which he had broken."

Q. Farmer, one of the pioneers in mod 
crn application of electricity to indus- 
trial cscs, died yesterday of pneumonia 
at ;iK4 North St;ite street. Though Mr 
Farmer wa.s 7.) years old. and had Iwcu 
tor some tinn^ in f( eble healtli. his death 
was unexiK-rtt'd and a great sh(H'k to 
his friends who knew of the aged 
gentleman's great desire to f-ce the 
triumphs at the Columbian exposition 
of the st-ience he had made his lif.j 
stinly. 

It was to witness it that Profes.sor 
Farmi rin hisdcclining year.jandaga)nst 
tlir advice of his nhysici.ins left his 
home ii; Boston and came to Chicago 
last < )( tolH'r. He wa.i cared for during 
his illness by his uaugliter. His name 
is a.s.-iociated with the invention of thi 
Boston fire alarm and several other im- 
portant electrie.il inventions and iin- 
provemenls. He was for many years 
the profes-or of electricity at llu' t nited 
States iiav.il toriiei'.o station, Newport.

National Cominlaaion. 

It was 'iiHO in the afternoon before 
till national commission was called to 
order, 17 members — light sliort of a 
({uorum — being present. A commnni- 
cation was received from Director Oeii- 
eral Davis enclosing a letter, signed l>y 
the coniniissioners of IT foreign coun- 
tries withdrawing their exliibits from 
any coii^)etition for awards. Tin' let- 
ters were then read to tlie c<iiiiniissiciii. 

The foreijni countries say that the an- 
swer to their communications referring 
to a jury of awards has not been sati.s- 
fac-tory and in spite of reiterated de- 
mands made by several of the commis- 
sioners more than a year ago they are 
yet in ]io.sseHsion of no information 
about the final organisation of jury oi' 
awards, they now consider it too late 
for an international jurv to be consti- 
tuted and therefl)re withdraw their ex- 
hiliits from coni(Hditiwn for awards. 

The hitter is si;tned by the commis- 
sioners from Austria, Belgium, Brazil. 
British Guinea, Denmark, France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
Norway, Portugal, Russia, Siam, Spain. 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

The reception of the communications 
caused a prolonged discussion in n-gard 
to the proper disposal. Mr. St. Clair 
of West Virginia said the matter was a 
serioiis one and the exposition was 
t)ireat<»ned by it. If the matter 
were no't settled quickly it would re- 
sult, he thought, in a lasting impair- 
ment of the fair and bring disgrace 
ujjon the country. He wanted it re- 
ferred to the executive couimittee. 

After some discussion it was finally 
agreed to refer the communications to 
the committee on awards. 

Mr. Hundley made a motion to take 
up the "unhni>hed business." This 
again brought the Sunday opening 
question before the comuiission as the 
unfinished business. Mr. Hundley con- 
tended that it was in order to consider 
the majority report of the 'judiciary 
committee which provides for the Sun- 
day closing of the gates. Mr. Hundley 
quoted from several uuthorities and ar- 
gued at length that the minority had 
displaced, but had Bot diapbaad ot tha 

majority report. 

Mr. St. Clair, the mover of the mi- 
nority report, said that the minority 
report hail been substituted for the ma- 
jority report and adopted by the com- 
mission, and the maiority report was 
no longer before the body.

Several extensive nystems of electric 
railway are in a fair way to be built at 
once in the South, saye the Manufactur- 
ers' Record. A number of Philadelphia 
capitalists have become interested in the 
line i>ropo3ed between Dallas and Fort 
Wortii, Texas, a distance of twenty-three 
miles. The line will have to compete 
with the steam-power roads now i)uilt 
between the cities, but the djrcctors ex- 
pect to run electric trains hourly, and to 
solve the problem as to whether electric 
motors, aa at present constructed, can 
not be operated at as high speed as loco* 
motives. The Helt Klectric Co., of Lex- 
ington, Ky., iti considering the construi- 
tion of an electric line from Lexington to 
Paris, a distance eighteen miles. The 
estimated cost is f 1()0,00(), far less than 
the amount neede<l to build a steam- 
power toad. In Maryland, New York 
and Maryland cai)italists have organised 
to builii a road front Frederick to Mid- 
dletown, Md., a distance of eight miles, 
with a poasible extension along the Mid- 
dietown valley. Surveys for the line 
have been made. In addition to electric 
street railways in Washington, D. C, and 
its suburbs, surveys have been made f^r 
a line betwen Washington and Sandy 
Spilngi, Md., aev enteen mil es.
